The groaning gut

Years ago when I was in high 
school, I can remember a close 
family member suffering with 
a condition that I had trouble 
pronouncing. It was called 
diverticulitis and caused her 
all kinds of problems, especial- 
ly with her diet. 

She was unable to eat and 
tolerate any kind of roughage 
when it flared up. Foods like 
lettuce, raw vegetables, corn, 
meat, onions, popcorn, seeds of 
any description, nuts, coconut, 
etc. would almost "send her to 
the moon" in pain and agony. 
During this time all she could 
eat was cream of rice cooked 
cereal, toast, crackers, and 
creamed soups. 

Diverticula are small, dis- 
tended little pockets or pouch- 


es within the large intestine or 
colon. These pockets are 
believed to be for:

Diverticulitis (inflammation 
of a diverticula) occurs when 
one of the intestinal pockets 
becomes infected. Symptoms of 
this condition include abdomi- 
nal pain and fever which can 
usually be cured by antibiotics, 
diet and rest to the colon. 

So, you may ask, iow do you 
know if you have this wonder- 
ful malady when most of the 
time there are no symptoms? 
An x-ray of the upper GI (gas- 
trointestinal)'tract as well as a 
barium enema can be useful in 
diagnosing this condition. 

Sometimes a biopsy is war- 
ranted to rule out the possibili- 
ty of cancer. A simple test on 
the stool can be done to check 
for hidden (occult) blood, which 
can occur in about 20 percent 
of-people with diverticulitis. 

When the condition known as 
diverticulosis flares up, then 
one can become susceptible to 
developing an abscess, intesti- 
nal obstruction or rectal hem- 


mended. Constipation must be 
prevented. The person should 
drink two to three quarts of 
fluid daily. They should 
increase their intake of foods 
high in undigestible fiber, such 
as fresh fruits and vegetables, 
whole grain breads, and wheat 
or bran cereals, 

The national Cancer Insti- 
tute recommends 20 to 35 
grams of dietary fiber daily to 
combat this condition. 

It occurs mostly in adults 45 
and older with about 30 per- 
cent of adults over age 60 being 
afflicted. It is less common in 
nations where diets contain 
abundant natural bulk and 
fiber. 

Our diets in America are 
especially high in refined foods, 
which may very well be a con- 
tributing factor o this disease. 

As a "good dead" for yourself 
and your family, start using 
more whole grain products and 
eat more fruits and vegetables.

Thirty-five inches in 
24 daysvis a lot of rain, let 
alone 24 hours.

The caller remained stead- 
fast, however, insisting her 
rain figures were legitimate. 
“May rain gauge is very accu- 
rate,” she told me. "I know 
we've had 35 inches of rain in

I get phone calls like that all 
the time from folks who want 
to tell me a story about the 
weather - how lightning burst 
across their patio, how thun- 
der shook their home like an. 
earthquake or how 35 inches 
of rain accumulated in their 
backyard. 

Just about everyone has had 
a personal encounter with 
Mother nature. Whatever the 
event, chances are the tale 
receives a bit of embellishment 
every time it is told to someone 
who has never heard it before. 

Sometimes a yarn about the 
weather doesn't need any 
exaggeration because someone

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just madeit up - they never let 
the facts get in the way of a 
good story. Such was the case 
of "The Great Waco Hailstone." 

In 1920, a 10-pound hail- 
stone fell on a street in front of 
a downtown Waco, Texas hotel 
before about a dozen shocked 
witnesses. A local newspaper 
photographer was called to 
record the historic event. Rip- 
ley's "Believe It or Not" syndi- 
cated newspaper cartoon 
declared the hailstone the 
largest in world history. 

There was just one problem 
with the story: it wasn't true. 
A 10-pound ball of ice did fall 
in front of that Waco hotel but 
it didn't come from the sky - it 
came from John Fitzhugh's 
hotel room, 

Fitzhugh was a railroad 
executive whose second floor 
room faced the street in front 
of the hotel. "Uncle Johnny," as 
he was called, was sipping on 
a few illegal cocktails (this was 
during Prohibition) when a 
powerful thunderstorm rum- 
bled through Waco. 

This boomer had it all: heavy 
rain, gusty winds, lightning, 
thunder and even some small 
hail. It was the hail that 
caught. Johnny's attention as 
he chipped away at'a big 
square of ice the bellboy had 
brought up in a silver bucket - 
ice that Johnny was using to 
cool his favorite libation. 

Johnny carried the chunk of- 
ice into the bathroom and held 
it under hot water until it 
formed into a perfect ball. 
Then, in the middle of the hail- 
storm, he tossed the ball of ice 
into the street in front of the 
stunned witnesses. A doorman 
rushed out, picked up the 
-giant "hailstone" and carried it 
into the hotel to be weighted. 

When the local newspaper 
photographer arrived Johnny 
figured his prank had gone far 
enough. He told the newsman 
where the hailstone had really 
come from but the photogra- 
pher didn't believe Johnny. 
The photographer said half a 
dozen wi 5 had seen the 
chunk of ice fall from the sky 
sò the reporter figured it was a 
_ legitimate story. 

On March 9, ‘1970, a hail- 
stone 17.5 inches in circumfer- 
ence fell near Coffeyville, 
Kansas - the largest hailstone 
in United States history. I 
wonder if Uncle Johnny was 
in town that day?

Weather affects outboard motors 


We are in Atlanta, Ga., this week on Lake Lanier. This lake is 
a very deep, clean reservoir. It has a large population of Ken- 
tucky Bass which are a Jot of fun to catch. 

Our boats sure run well up here where it is very cool and dry. 

Boaters sensitive to their rigs performance sometimes worry 
that a boat which performs in a sprightly fashion during a cool 
day in the spring seems to lose its "zip" during the hot, sultry 
days of August. 

There may be nothing wrong with either the boat or the out- * 
board motor, say the Mariner Outboard boating authorities, 
Weather may be the culprit because it can have a surprising 
effect on internal combustion engines. 

Summer conditions. of high temperature, low barometric pres- 
sure and high humidity all combine to reduce engine power. This 
translates into loss of boat speed -- often\as much as two or three 
miles per hour. Nothing will regain this speed except the coming 
of cool, dry atmospheric conditions. 

The horsepower that any internal combustion engine produces 
depends upon the density of the air which it consumes and, in 
turn, this density is dependent upon the temperature of'the air, 
its barometric pressure and water vapor (or humidity) content. 

A secondary loss of power can result from the warm, humid 
weather conditions. The outboard's propeller, which was chosen 
in early spring to allow the engine to turn within its recommend- 
ed RPM range at full throttle, may be the wrong prop in the sum- 
mertime. As the engine loses horsepower because of the weather 
the prop, in effect, becomes too large. So the engine operates at 
less than its recommended RPM. Switching to a lower pitch prop 
will regain some of the lost power and permit the outboard to 
again run af the recommended RPM. 

We will be glad to get back home where it is warm:
